The Community Leagues 


The new policy formulated by the city 
commissioners with regard to land held by 
Edmonton's 30 active community leagues 
should not be carried to a point where it 
could conceivably embarrass the work of 
those community leagues. 

Tt has been the practice to lease areas 
of land, of varying sizes, to the community 
leagues for the erection of buildings, rinks, 
bowling greens, etc., useful to the cultiva- 
tion of the community spirit. 

All these leases lapsed at che end of 
4942 and have not been renewed. Now the 
commissioners propose that the leagues 
be given only so much property as they 
actually need, adjacent to schoo] sites, 
that this property should be retained by 
the parks ‘department and that part of it

Edmonton people will long remember 
the imagination, artistry and care that 
were expended upon the Christmas decora- 
tions in the windows of the stores this 
year.

It has done well to reject the demand 
that new taxi offices be forbidden to locate 
less than 500 feet from established down- 
town taxi offices az nd 1 less than 2,500 feet 
from existing offices i burban districts. 

With respect to the latter demand, the 
taxi operators should know that the city

More Homes for Elderly People 


Just a day or so before Christmas, an 
elderly man, “without visible means of 


support”, was sentenced to four months 
in Fort Saskatchewan because he had no 
place to live. 

His conviction on a vagrancy charge 
was no symbol of an outraged society 


rising up in wrath against an evil-doer. 

This man was imprisoned because his 
ramshackle shelter on the river bank, 
made of cardboard, became too cold for 
habitation. And apartment and rooming 
house mana got tired of finding him 
sleeping on a gunny sack in their hall- 
ways. 

It is a dreadful commentary on our 
civilization that when a man becomes too 
old to work, the only place we can find for 
him is a cell in a penal institution, 

A few religious bodies have established 
and operate excellent homes for the aged. 

But these are insufficient to accommo- 
date impoverished elderly persons found 
in the doorways and under the bridges 
in every large city. 

The old age pension is supposed to

take care of the financial needs of old 
people. But even if the pension were suf- 
ficient for this purpose, which it is not, 
there would always be a certain number 
of old men and women, quite without rela- 
tives and not sufficiently senile to qualify 
for care in a lunatic asylum, who are un- 
able to look after themselves. 

And so, added to the loneliness of old 
age, there is the ignominy of being locked 
up in jail for no other offence than that of 
having lived too long. 

It is somewhat ridiculous for the state 
to pay bonuses to babies and throw old 
men into prison. It is rather absurd to sub- 
sidize a human soul for coming into the 
world and to penalize that same soul for 
overstaying its welcome. 

Somewhere between the old almshouses 
of England or the old poorhouse of the 
United States and a place in the family 
chimney corner, there must be some kind 
of an-institution the state could establish 
where old men and old women could fin- 
ish their courses without shame and priva- 
tion.

Don’t Banish Tonsils 
Without Good Reason 


Whether to take the tonsils out 
er leave them in is a question 
faced every year by thousands of 
parents and doctors. Each time 
the problem is a little different, 
but here is a typical one: 

“We have a little girl who will 
soon be three 
years old, She 
has such bad Fj 
tonsils that dur- F 
ing the winter 
months she has 
one cold after 
another and 
also gets the 
croup, Her ap- 
petite is poor 
and right now 
she has some fever off and on. 
Some doctors tel. us taking the 
tonsils out will help and others 
that it may make the croup worse, 
What shall we do?” 

This is indeed a tough problem, 
It certainly sounds as though this 
little girl’s troubles came from 
her tonsils, But she is young and 
may outgrow the symptoms. 

It is true, too, that no one can 
be sure that her croup would not 
get worse rather than better. of 
course I cannot answer ¢ the ¢ 
tion because that can be ae d 
only by the parents and the doc- 
tors who are familiar with all the 
circumstances state of the

There are some recognized rea- 
sons for not taking out the ton- 
sils. Among these are the pres- 
ence of acute inflammation, tu-» 
berculosis of the lungs, several 
blood disorders and diabetes. The 
reasons for taking out tonsils are 
not always so clear-cut. 

Frequent attacks of acute ton- 
silitis is one. Difficulty in swal- 
lowing, breathing or talking caus- 
ed by enlarged tonsils is another. 
Catarrah or other infection of 
the middle ear is usually reason 
enough to remove them also, 

Also if there is cause to believe 
that chronic infection of the ton- 
sils is causing Bright's disease, 


arthritis, or other difficulties 
elsewhere in the body, they are 
better out. 

Removal 

Always Risk 


Even though removal of the 
tonsils is an operation probably 
done more often than any other 
it is not something to dash into 
without good reason. In many 
youngsters it had done a lot of 
good (my own for instance) but 
there are many factors to take 
into account in each case, 

Furthermore even this opeva- 
tion is not entirely without risk, 
though the risk is very slight, and 
there lo iw use doing it unless 
there is a mighty good chance 
that it will improve the health,

But I do 
challenge its 
military wis- 
dom, sii 

Far from havy- Philpott 
ing the effect that The Sun edi- 
tors think it would have, I think 
it would have the very opposite. 

I do not think it would have a 
imowball’s chance to knock China 
out of the Asian war. What it 
would more likely do would be to 
plunge the whole of mankind into 
world war, 

I cannot see any moral differ- 
encé between use of one bomb, 
which atomizes 100,000 men, wom- 
en and children—civilians more 
than military—and the use of 100 
o: 1000 bombs which do the same 
job by bits. 


War Itself 
Is The Crime 

When the Christian nations 
once condone the immorality of 
waging war against whole popula- 
tions, we set the stage for the 
use of atom bombs, bottled germs 
and every other killing device 
that the human brain can devise. 

It is war itself that is the crime 
—and so long as human beings 
tolerate the lawlessness, that is, 
lack of world law, we will get 
wars, each bigger and worse. 

Granted that there is, as Mr. 
Pearson recently pointed out, a 
difference in the minds of the 
people between the use of the 
atomic weapon and other weap- 
ons. 

In my opinion, that was not 
what stopped President Truman 
from ordering its use against the 
key cities of China, It was the 
knowledge that the atomic bomb 
is the supreme, last-resort weap- 
on in the arsenal of the U.S.A. 


So long as the United States has 
a great preponderance of atomic 
bombs, the Russian leaders are 
not likely to give the order for 
their armies to sweep west across 
Europe, Asia Minor and Northern 
Africa. 


Might Be 
Deterrent 

I am not arguing now the ques 
tion of whether the Russian lead- 
ers would want to do so, in any 
event. But assuming fer the sake 
of the argument that the Russian 
rulers would give the order to 
sweep across Europe if they 
thought they could get away with 
it, they will certainly never do 
so if there is a pussibility that 
some 18 or 20 of their key cities 
might be wiped off the face of 
the earth soon afterwards. 

But the truth is that neither 
President Truman nor any mili- 
tary Brass Hat in the U.S.A. or 
Russia is sure of what the atom 
bombs wouid dv. Its military con- 
sequences might be minor, com- 
pared with the propaganda build- 
up it has been given, 

If the bomb were used by the 
United States, and Russia were 
not thereby knocked completely 
out of the war, the Communists 
could proceed to take over most 
of the world, hardly having to 
fire a shot in Europe. 


Asia Would 
Be Alienated 


Hence to use the atom bomb 
on China would seem to me to be 
a blunder of world-shocking mag- 
nitude, 

It would alienate all Asia, in- 
cluding India, Nehru himself has 
plainly said “once the atomic 
bomb is used, all decency will 
disappear from the world.” 

The Russian armies would 
sweep west. We might destroy 
the industrial centres of Russia, 
but what would we gain if the 
Russian armies had meanwhile 
taken over Germany, France, 
Spain, Persia, half Africa? 

You can't have your cake and 
eat it. You can't have your atomic 
bomb, as a deterrent to big agres- 
sion, if you have meanwhile used 
that bomb without stopping the 
little aggressor.

Chinese Bring Own 
Kind of War to Korea 


The American war machine 
faces a brand new type of enemy 
in the Chinese now fighting in 
Korea—hordes of infantry using 
guerriile tactics. The present set- 
backs there have come largely 
because Americans are inexper- 
jenced in dealing with such an 
enemy. 

According to all reports reach- 
ing here, the Chinese in Korea 
consist of infantry with small 
cavalry detachments used for 
reconnaissance, 

Little artillery and few tanks 
have been seen among them. 
Their largest usual weapon is the 
mortar, a traditional Chinese 
specialty. They also rely heavily 
on grenades in assaults, 

Using methods developed over 
more than two decades of guer- 
rilla warfare in China, they travel 
by night even under the best of 
conditions, They stay off main 
roads and stick to mountain trails. 
American prisoners who they 


‘have recently sent back, call them 


experts in camouflage. 


Attack 
By Night 

Thus they have been able in a 
large degree, to nullify the Unit- 
ed Nations’ advantage of air con- 
trol in Korea. They lie up by day 
in the mountain cover. They at- 
tack by night, creeping close and

cellent discipline that has char- 
acterized them for years. 

Then, perhaps under a mortar 
barrage, they suddenly rush for- 
ward — generally, it is reported, 
to the accompaniment of bugle 
calls and even of cymbals. 

This style of fighting has ma- 
tured through many years in the 
Japanese war and the Chinese 
civil war. In its earlier stages it 
was able to stand off the Japan- 
ese in China's back country, 
though unable to do more than 
harass their main cities and com- 
munication lines, Later it de- 
stroyed the Nationalist armies of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal-chek, 
which had become partly com- 
mitted to modern American tac- 
tics. 

The Chinese Reds can now per- 
haps lay claim to being the 
world’s best guerrilla fighters. 
Soon after V-J day, an American 
reporter asked one of their of- 
ficers what he thought of the 
Russian partisan warfare against 
the Germans. 

He replied that it had been 
good, but that it would have been 
better if the Russians had em- 
ployed advisers. This is not re- 
garded as an idle boast by those 
familiar with,Chinese warfare. 
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Their chief complaint is that
